JAMES VIEREGG, a leading old settler of eastern Nebraska, in fact the 
very first white man to settle in Lone Tree Station, went to that locality 
when it was most underdeveloped, and has lived there the past 53 years. 
Recognized as a substantial citizen thereabouts. 


Born near Probstic, Germany, on December 6, 1833, where he grew to 
young manhood. In 1852 he came to America via Gulf of Mexico in a 
sailing vessel, setting finally in lowa, from whence he went to California 
via Isthmus of Panama. In 1858 he moved from California, to Nebraska, 
coming overland on horseback, settling near Lone Tree, taking up such 
land privileges as were afforded by the government at that time. 


Mr. Vieregg was one of the first - possibly the first, to settle in this 
portion of Nebraska Territory, and we quote the following taken from a 
Fourth of July address, by John L. Martin, delivered at Central City, 
Nebraska, in 1876: 


"In August, 1858, James Vieregg, returning to the States from the gold 
fields of California, stopped in Hall County to visit his brother, John, 
who had squatted there. 


While resting there, and beholding the fertile plains displayed before him, 
and looking with prophetic eye forward to its future greatness, he came on 
down within the boundary of Merrick County, drove a cottonwood stake into 
the ground and lariatted his claim on what the government surveyors after- 
ward located as the SE 4 of Sec. 5, Trop. ll, Range 8. This claim was 
located Thursday, September 5, 1858, and was the first settlement by a 
white man in Merrick County, Nebraska. 
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In 1858 the Western State Co., established a station at Lone Tree and 
erected the first building in Merrick County. Lone Tree was so called 
from a beautiful tree which stood alone on the prairie. The Lone Tree 
was three or four feet in diameter at stump,height, and was 20 feet in 
height to the first limb. The branches were wide-spreading and the 
whole tree was remarkably symmetrical in its proportions. It stood 


about 80 rods from any other tree and could be seen for 20 miles. } 
! 

Mr. Vieregg followed the occupation of farmer and about 1870 left the 

farm to reside in the little village of Central City. He was the first } 


county treasurer of Merrick County, holding said office eleven consec- 
utive years, then engaging in the grain business. 


In 1886, Mr. Vieregg purchased the Brewer Mill, built by J. G. and W. 
Brewer, it being the pioneer mill of Merrick County. Mr. David Martin 
was the partner of Mr. Vieregg, but about 1894, Mr. Vieregg became the 
sole owner of the mill property which remained in the family until about 
1907, when it was sold. Mr. Vieregg spends a great portion of his time 
in Oregon and although nearing his 80th year is still active in affairs. 


Mr. Vieregg was married in Hall County, Nebraska to Miss Sarah Mar- 
tin, May 6, 1863. Mr. and Mrs. Vieregg have had seven children, all 
born in Merrick County, and five of whom are living. Nettie, wife of 
E. C. Fisher, has one child, and lives in Basin, Wyoming. Joseph W. 
married, has one child, and lives in Central City, Nebr. Eva, wife of 
O. T. Bishop, has one child, and lives in Central City. Amy, wife of 
John Zane, lives in Basin, Wyoming, and Hazel, who is completing her 
musical education in Oberlin, Ohio.

SOME RECORDS OF THE MARTIN FAMILY 
Compiled by Anna E. (McCormick) Martin 


William Martin came from England to America about the year of 1765. 
He settled in South Carolina. During the Revolutionary War he organ- 
ized a regiment of which he was made colonel and served under General 
Marion who was called the Swamp Fox. 


After the war, Colonel William Martin moved to Appomattox County, 

Virginia, and from there to Smith County, Tennessee, where he died. 
He was married three times, and was the father of eighteen boys and 

three girls. He was also the foster father to an Indian boy. 


Louis Graves Martin, youngest son of Colonel William Martin, was 
born in Appomattox County, Virginia on April 1, 1793. He studied 
medicine in Lynchburg, Virginia. He served in the War of 1812 in 
Captain Dillard's County, Virginia in the militia. He held the rank 
of major. (At this time, 1950, L. L. Martin possesses a powder 
gourd that was carried by him in that war). Major L. G. Martin 
moved to the vicinity near to Nashville, Tennessee. 


Louis G. Martin was married twice, first to Melinda Rucker to whom 
seven children were born. They were: Thomas G., Patrick R., George 
W., John (Jack), William, America Jane, and Joicia Ann. Their 
mother died in 1830. His second wife was Alice Conn to whom one son, 
Richard Hamilton Martin, was born on April ll, 1840. 


Major Louis G. Martin moved to Lincoln County, Missouri, in 1841. 
From there he moved to Dallas County, Missouri, in 1847, but returned 
to Lincoln County in 1865. Alice Conn Martin died in 1870. Louis G. 
Martin died on March 27, 1877. He was a man of medium size who was 
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well known for his strength and action. His friends claimed that he had 
never been outrun, whipped, or outwrestled. He was an exceptional 
Bible stuzent, and also a very kind, likeable man. 


Richard Hamilton Martin enlisted in the state troops at Bolivar, Polk 
County, Missouri, on September 1, 1861 under Captain Lofton, Colonel 
Clarkston and Brigadier General Rains, General Price's Division. He 
enlisted in the Confederate Service at Van Buren, Arkansas, in 1862 
under Captain Miles. He was wounded in the Battle of Helena, Arkansas, 
and also in the Battle of Cain Hill, Arkansas. He was honorably dis- 
charged May 24, 1865, by Lieutenent R. H. H. Whorley. 


Richard Hamilton Martin was married to Anna S. McCormick, October 
29, 1868. The following eight children were born to them: 


Louis Franklin was born August 22, 1869 
Lulu Isabel was born November 24, 1871 
Luther Lee was born August 24, 1874 
Evelyn Alice was born December 18, 1876 
George Max was born September 25, 1878 
Joseph Thomas A. was born August 1, 1881 
Mary Susan was born May 30, 1888 

Anna Hamilton was born November 1, 1893

County, South Carolina, then to Tennessee. 


Samuel Martin, North Carolina, R-15990. He died 2 August, 1826. He 
married. Jennet , 4 September, 1779, in Montgomery County, 
Maryland. These affidavits were made in Davidson County, Tennessee. 


Samuel Martin, North Carolina, S-9003. He was born in 1732 in Ireland, 
immigrated to Pennsylvania, then Lincoln County, North Carolina, died 

26 November, 1836 at age of 104. Children mentioned at various places 

in the papers: George, Thomas, Joseph, Margaret Kerr, William, 
Jane Hanna. My ancestor, Anne Martin, wife of Rev. Thomas Newton, £2] 
was deceased by ‘the time pension was applied for and is not named.

Preface, from the History of the Ancestors of Abraham Martin, by the 
late M. G. Weaver, of New Holland, Pa., from their emigration from 
Switzerland to this country, to the generation which heads this work, the 
following information was taken: 


That in the year 1728 three brothers, David, Henry and Jacob Martin, 
emigrated from Switzerland to America, and settled in the Weaverland 
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District, Lancaster County, Pa. After they had established homes for 
themselves, their father, Andrew Martin, was also brought over and 
cared for among them until his death. 


His son, David had a son George (2nd. generation) who had a son Abra- 
ham (3rd. gen) who begat a son Abraham (4th gen.) who was ordained a 
minister at the Groffdale Church near New Holland, Pa., and who died 
at the age of 90 years, 3 mos. and 4 days and is buried in the Weaver- 
land Cemetery. He had a son Abraham( 5th. gen) who is the progenitor 
of the following descendants. 


Care was taken to gather this information correctly, but errors may be 
found due to incorrect information to the author or through oversight in 
copying the dates.
